TAFT MAKES GOOD 
LABOR PLEDGES 


Administration's Record Squares 
With Its Promises. 


MANY NEW LAWS ENACTED, 


Compensation and Employers’ Lia- 
bility Laws Passed—Eight Hour Law 
Upheld—Labor Recognized on Com- 
missions. 


From the day three years ago when 
it placed its interests in the keeping of 
William Howard Taft to this hour la- 
bor has critically scanned his every 
act, and witb discriminating mind it is 
judging him us one who, without clam- 
or or demonstration, has kept the faith. 

On Sept. 9, 1908, Theodore Roosevelt, 
then president of the United States, 
wrote a letter to Conrad. Kobrs on the 
issues of the campaign and, addressing 
himself to the laboring men, said: 

“If there is one body of men more 
than another whose support I feel | 
have a right to challenge on bebalf of 
Secretary Taft it is the body of wage- 
workers of the country. A stancher 
friend, a fairer and truer represent- 
ative they cannot find within the bor- 
ders of the United States. He will do 
everything in his power for them ex- 
cept to do that which is wrong. He 
will do wrong for no man and there- 
fore can be trusted by all men.” 


Mr. Taft Labor’s Friend. 

The workingmen of the «country 
judged Mr. Taft in 1908 by a record of 
twenty-seven years as a statesman, ad- 
ministrator of national affairs and pres- 
Idential adviser, and they helped to 
give him the magnificent majority 
which put him in the White House. 
During the three years he has been 
president his excellent record has been 
maintained so splendidly that the la- 
boring men have been confirmed in the 
belief that they never had a better 
friend in the White House. 

The establishment of the postal sav- 
ings banks, which was recommended 
by President Taft, was one of the 
things that organized labor favored. 
The $16,000,000 now on deposit in these 
lepositories represents the savings of 
the wage earners. 

Taft’s Personal interest. 

President Taft approved a law on 
May 30, 1908, to compensate workmen 
for injuries received while in the em- 
ploy of the United States. After the 
passage of this act a number of work- 
men in the employ of the federal gov- 
ernment were killed, and their fam- 
lies, not being familiar with the pro- 
visions of the law, failed to file affida- 


vits within the specified time. The sec- | 
retary of commerce and labor had no | 
power to set aside the provision of the | 


law and was therefore obliged to dis- 
approve the claims. 

The matter was taken up by the pres- 
flent, and he satisfied himself that jus- 
tice was not being done to the families 
of the men who had been killed. He 
sent a special message to congress rec- 
»mmending that a general act be pass- 
ed allowing all such claimants compen-

Trainmen's Journal, the official organ 
of the railroad trainmen.

The 
president also appointed experienced 
labor men as inspectors under the lo- 
comotive boiler inspection law. They 

| were John F. Ensign of Colorado and 
Frank McManamy of Oregon for chief 
inspector and assistant chief inspector 
respectively.

| President Taft. He has recommended 
to congress amendments which will 
make it really effective by “providing 
that public works shall be construed 
to. include not only. buildings and 
works upon public grounds, but also 
ships’ armor and large guns when 
manufactured in private yards or fac- 
tories.” 

Thirty Years’ Service. 


With regard to the high cost of liv- 
ing, which increases the burden of the 
wage earners, President Taft has al- 
ready taken the initiative that will re- 
sult in a worldwide inquiry into this 
problem. He has advocated the as- 
sembling of a world’s congress to dis- 
cuss its varied phases and to suggest 
remedies.

No charge of broken faith or of broken 
promises can be made, no hint of de- 
parture from the plain path of duty

The C. E. Convention 


In spite of the unfavorable weather 
prevailed on Fri- 
day, the twenty-second annual con- 
vention of the County Christian En- 
deavor Union held at North Ando- 
ver was*one of the largest attended 
and altogether most successful ‘in 
the history of the organization.

Several trips had been planned for 
the entertainment of the delegates 
during the noon recess, which prom- 
ised to be most interesting, but the 
weather greatly interfered. One of 
the excursions. was to Andover, the 
points of interest visited being as 
follows: Start from Cheney's corner, 
Locke house where George Wash- 
ington stopped, South church, Ab- 
bot Academy, house where “Amer- 
ica” was written, Phillips Academy, 
Harriet Beecher Stowe’s home, Mis- 
sionary Boulder and the cemetery.

The Navigation of the Air 
-_-_CC- 

Augustus Post, the well-known 
aeronaut, gave an intensely interest- 
ing address at the Phillips Academy 
Chapel on Wednesday evening on 
“The Navigation of the Air.” A large 
audience was present and followed 
with great interest Mr. Post’s clear 
and concise story of the development 
of the art of flying, since the- days 
of the first experiments in balloon- 
ing to the present time with its nu- 
merous kinds of aerial craft. In 
showing where improvement has been 
made during recent years along the 
lines of navigation in the air, Mr. 
Post told of the practical use to 
which aeroplanes have been put in 
the German and French armies, and 
outlined some of the possibilities of 
the airship which may materialize in 
the future. 


His lecture was. amply illustrated 


with stereopticon views of various 
air craft, and the flights of many 
world famous aeronauts. During the 


first part of the evening Mr. Post 
said very little about his own experi- 
ences in the air, but the audience dis- 
covered later that he has had many 
thrilling adventures, He recounted 
one or two of his most exciting trips 
for the benefit of his hearers, Dur- 
ing one trip, Mr. Post and his com- 
panion fell from a height of 3000 feet, 
and escaped death only because of 
the fact that their balloon, which 
had collapsed, acted as a parachute. 
At another time, while flying from

THE LOCAL REPUBLICAN ISSUE 


One of the best friends that the writer-of-this column_has, who 
happens to be on the opposite side of the fence in the present contest 
for a Republican presidential candidate, objects to the tone of the 
editorial in last week’s issue, in which reference was made to certain 
people who were being brought to the support of Theodore 
Roosevelt. Another friend calls attention to the campaigning 
methods of certain individuals in Andover which are directed solely 
against the writer of this column. Both of these excellent people 
seem to think that the contest is entirely individual in the personal 
elements that may surround the supporters of one or the other 
candidate. ‘ 


: The writer had hoped that the personal issue plan of campaign- 
ing in Andover where the individual attack was in no sense related 
to the real issue at stake, had been done away with, but apparently 
it has not. The head of the Andover Roosevelt movement seems 
to think he is in his 1908 campaign and in his activity the real ‘issues 
at stake are being subordinated to the opportunity afforded him 
through the apparent possession of a part of the Roosevelt barrel 
and a certain amount of Roosevelt authority to once more carry 
on a blackguarding campaign against the writer. 

For four years the editor of this paper has been doing his best 
to attend to his own personal business, to recoup as far as possible 
the fortunes attacked by various elements (of which the person 
referred to is one) during the closing chapter of his political ex- 
perience. This has not, however, meant that there has been a 
single day when he has not held positive convictions on political 
matters, and when he has not felt it his duty if occasion offered to 
express those convictions in the way in which his conscience dictated, 
and his editorial responsibility made it necessary for him to do. 
Along those lines the present attitude on the great struggle in the 
Republican party is being set forth. Aside from performing a duty 
as editor, and promoting what seems to be for the best good of 
the people whom the paper serves, the writer has no time for 
political campaigning and no money for political promotion, both 
sf which seem to be so plentiful in the hands of the local leader 
of the present opposition. 

The present contest is unlike any which has ever been held 
in Massachusetts, and must depend largely for the light that is shed 
upon it, upon one or another form of publicity. So far as the 
writer’s view is concerned, that publicity will be as open as it always 
has been, and will be confined to the columns of this paper. If any 
attacks are made, or suggestions are made, they will be made here, 
and will not be along back-room methods and malicious insinuation 
such as seem to be coming forth pretty regularly in the campaign 
of those who seek to promote personal fortunes on the issue of a 
great public problem. If there shall be expressed any sentiments 
that appear to be more positive in their conviction than some might 
make them, the writer believes they are justified by a long and 
intimate acquaintance with political methods and political conditions 
which he has been allowed to have through favor of the people 
of Andover.

Never in the history of the country has there becn a more 
important crisis that that now confronting the Ami@rican people, 
and never have the real issues been so lost sight of because of 
distorted views and unfair presentation of opinions on the part of 
some of those who are important factors in the issue.

If he has not told untruths, time alone will tell, but in connection

and present attitude toward great men, the writer certainly prefers 
to believe those who have met the issue with him, to his own 
unsubstantiated testimony upon mf&tters in which he is so directly 
involved. r) 

No more flagrant attempt to mislead a particular class of people 
was ever undertaken than his effort to make the farmers of the 
country believe that he is opposed to reciprocity. Yet upon that 
issue alone, here in our very town, many excellent farmers are 
being urged to vote against President Taft because of hisa honest 
convictions, loyally adhered to, that were exactly the same as the 
convictions of his predecessor, now dishonorably repudiated because 
he thinks it 1s the popular course. . 


For twenty-five years the writer has been interested in public 
affairs, has been an enthusiastic supporter of the-Republican party, 
and has done his best to loyally serve its interests and thereby 
promote the best welfare of the country. He has no time and hence 
no opportunity in the present contest to button-hole his old asso- 
ciates, or to urge his old friends to take any particular interest in 
the present campaign. He doesn’t want a single one of them to 
vote for the Taft delegates because he is in their favor. It makes 
not a particle of difference to him personally whether Andover shall 
vote one way or the other. He has no further political ambitions 
to promote, hence it isn’t necessary that he should have support 
to get back into public life. Any appeal that may be contained 
in the above expression of opinions must rest solely on the merits 
of. the case presented. 

This space is altogether too short to go into details. Through 
the daily newspapers, through advertising, and in unbiased com- 
ment, every opportunity is offered to the man of clear, calm, sober 
judgment, to settle for himself what he believes to be best for the 
country.

About Schools 


Last week I gave a few notes about 
schools seventy years ago in Britain. 
Millions on millions of dollars have 
been spent there during the last fifty 
years on. schoolhouses, and—if I 
may use the term—tools for educa- 
tion. There have been such changes 
in the tools used and also in the 
mode of using them, not only as re- 
gards schools, but also in farming, 
manufacturing and in almost every 


appliance used by us in 1912, that if | 


the people who lived in 1812 saw 
them today they would tell us that 
we were not thankful enough for our 


mercies. With all these improve- | 
improvements it is a question 
whether they have given us any 


more common 
tomatic, almost perfect, machines in 
our textile industries’ have not de- 
veloped the intellect of the workers. 
When I first went to work in a fac- 
tory some brains, care and attention 
were required as one’s machine was 
liable to get out of order. Today 
the machine is expected to do the 
work with little thought or attention 
on the part of the worker.

Being old-fashioned, I 
must drop this cynical strain and 
speak of the great progress we have 
made in one hundred years.
